According to the report of @harles W. 
Kopf, auditor of West Park board, the 
amount of money paid out by the board on 
vouchers during the year 1900 amounted to 
1,108,105. Of this, $571,147 was used in 
the payment of bonds and interest and 
$30,000 was charged to the legal expenses 


‘ponnected with recovering part of the Drey- 


er defalcation. This left $506,958, which 
was used for strictly park purposes, and of 
it $401,711, oF Pent the 


* monthty pay rolls. 


The varying totals of these pay beide ends 
fair history on political events in Chicago 
during the year. During January and Feb- 
ruary they were normal; with probably a 


natural increase in March and April, but 


in May, when the primaries were being 
hotly contested between the Lorimer and 
unti-Lorimer Republicans, they jumped to 
$38,208. 


October Pay Roll the Largest. 
During the summer months of July and 
August there was an increase, part of it 
natural and part perhaps due to the fact 
that a political campaign was on, but in 


, October, when under ordinary conditions 


there has been a decided decrease in the pay 
roll, as the time for out-of-door work was 
largely passed, the pay roll for the month 
was larger than any one of the year, jump- 
ing to $43,300, and in addition to this there 
Was an “emergency pay roll” of 83,984, 
‘making the total pay roll for the month 
$47,244, almost double that of April, which 
naturally would be the larger. 

The explanation is that October was the 
close of a campaign in which Mr. Lorimer 
Was running for reélection to Congress. 
Then he had a number of friends looking for 
office on county, legislative, and other tick- 
ets. The next month, when the election was 
over, the pay roll dropped to 833.404, a dif- 
tcrence of $13,780.

‘LEAVES 300 MEN BEHIND. 


Two Trains Bring Soldiers Who 
Bear with Them Many 
 Mementos of 


THINK TROUBLE IS ENDED. 


Bronzed and ecarred, and burdened with 
trophies of the Orient, 500 soldiers of the 
Thirtleth Volunteer Infantry arrived in Chi- 
cago yesterday, fresh from eighteen months 
of hiking rice paddies and fighting Filipinos. 


From time to time during the day officers. 


and privates were arriving in the city from 
various railroads, and blue uniforms became 
a familiar variation of the gayly dressed Has- 
ter throngs in the streets. 

The largest detachment arrived at the 
Dearborn station over the Santa Fe road at 
11:45 p. m., where a jubilant crowd of moth- 
ers, and fathers, and sweethearts, having 
waited for hours, took charge of the new- 
comers and bore them away in a confuston 
of embraces and tearful blessings. 


Many Arrivale During the Day. 

Two hundred privates belonging to the regi- 
ment arrived over the Northwestern railway 
in the early morning, and every Western 
train which came into the Union Depot had 
on board a few of the soldiers. The big dele- 
gation in the evening at the Polk street depot 
was hurried into the city on two special trains 
arriving at 11:45 p. m. and 188 . m. The 
train, which had come all the way from 
San Francisco, and had been christened the 
** Luzon limited was scheduled to arrive at 
8 p. m., and two hours before that time the 
station began to fill with the waiting rela- 
tives and friends. Then some of the mothers 
found that their sons were on the second sec- 
tion of the train, and they were obliged to 
wait until far in the morning before the ar- 


rival 
Santa Fe Special Greeted. 

Lieutenants George J. Harmon of Chi- 
cago, Thomas Downey of Detroit, Mich., 
and John Sharp of Warsaw, Ind., were the 
only officers on the first section of the Santa 
Fé, which carried 117 privates. Over half 
of the latter were Chicago men. Harry 
Fox, the Woodlawn lad who was capturea 
under thrilling circumstances LA.. 
pinos, was among the first to reach plat- 
form, and in a moment he was mounted on 
the shoulders of half a dosen men, who 
held him just out of reach of his feminine 
relatives. 

The officers readily talked of the campaigns 
in the Philippines, and all were of the opin- 
ion that the insurrection would be stamped 
out completely within a few months. The 
guerrilla warfare still is a menace to life and 
property in nearly all the provinces, they 
say, but is rapidly dying out under the 
measures enforced by the Governors. Small 
stress, however, is laid on the capture of 
Aguinaldo, who is said to have had no in- 
fluence on the conduct of the rebellion for 
the last two years. ‘ 


Crowd Overruns the Police. 

The police at the Dearborn Station early 
in the evening gave up all attempts to keep 
the throng in check, and by 11 o’clock the 
areaway before the big iron fence was packed 
with people. There were gray-haired men, 
bent and trembling old women, and girls 
ranging all the way from mature sweethearts 
to baby sisters. 

When the word came that the train was 
but a few blocks away the younger men 
vaulted over the pickets and swarmed over 


into the train yard. A moment later the en- 


gine swung around the curve and a mighty 
cheer went up amid a waving of handker- 
chiefs to the blue uniformed boys, who were 
leaning half way out of the car windows. 
Then the crowd pushed through the gates 
and took the soldiers to its arms. 


Men Laden with Curiosities. 

The men came from the cars laden with 
Filipino and Chinese curiosities. One car- 
ried a marvelously wrought teakwood box 
filled with Filipino ornaments, others had 
parti-colored bows and arrows, and hideous 
slungshots, while still others had parcels 
of silks and other fabrics. 

Sergeant Horace G. Bain, Henry Nichol- 
son, Thomas Howard, William Miller, 
Charles Graves, Harry Fox, William Forbes, 
and a score more of Chicago men, led the 
way from the station, surrounded by their 
friends and followed by the curious crowd. 
There was no attempt at a formal reception, 
but each soldier hurried to his home. There 
were 800 men on two sections, and half of 
them reside in Chicago. The others are on 
their way to Michigan, Wisconsin, and In- 


diana. 
Harmon Proud of Regiment. 


Second Ldeutenant George J. Harmon of 
1799 West End avenue, who was one of the 
commissioned officers in charge of the train, 
left Chicago in 1899 asa private. He former- 
ly had been a Lieutenant in the Second En- 
gineers, but failing to receive a commission 
enlisted with the volunteers. On Feb. 26 
a commission was given to him for bravery 
on the field when Malosa Hill was captured. 

“The record of the regiment is well 
known,“ said he, and should make any one 
de proud to be included in its roll. Our re- 


turn from San Francisco shows the charac- 


ter of the troops. Although the traffic man- 
agers violated their agreements and trans- 
ported us a part of the way in box cars, in- 


stead of the regular coaches promised, the 


men remained peaceful and orderly, despite 
their treatment. The boys counted the miles 


as the train approached Chicago.“ 


Sharp Talks of Aguinaldo. 

„ think the guerrilla warfare will end in 
time, said Lieutenant Sharp of Warsaw, 
Ind., but it is bothersome at present. Few 
of the Thirtieth re@nlisted for further service. 
Most of us have learned to stay at home, and 
we wouldn't go back to Manila for any price. 
‘The capture of Aguinaldo, I believe, is of 
little importance as foreshadowing the end 
of the rebellion. He has had little to do with 
the war for two years.“

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ESCAPE BY ‘MADMAN’ 


FEDERAL PRISONERS MAKEBREAK 
IN CHICAGO UNION STATION. 


One of the FeHows, G. H. Grant, Gains 
His Liberty, Wulle Other Is 
Stopped in His Flight by the Blow 
of Policeman—Men Unlock Shackles, 
Attack Guards, and Tell Crowd Their 
Captors Are Crasy—Wanted in Cin- 


Two federal prisoners wanted in Cincin- 
nati on a charge of robbing mail boxes made 
a break for liberty in the Chicago Union 
Depot yesterday morning. One of them, G. 
H. Grant, escaped. During the pursuit a 
number of pedestrians were bowled over by’ 
the fleeing men, who previously had attacked 

their captors and induced bystanders to de- 


E they were taking to an asylum. 

With Grant, in chains, was Prentice Tiller. 
When the men made the break it appeared 
that Tiller would de the only one to escape, 
but his way was blocked by Patrolman Gib- 
bons, who felled ern fugitive by a blow with 
his fist. 

In some way the men had secured posses- 
sion of the key to the shackles that held them 
together. Then, while one of the two captors 
was absent for a moment, they quickly un- 
locked the chains, set upon the other guard, 
and raised the cry of madman.“ It was 
this ruse that made it possible for Grant to 
escape. 

Make Break in Restaurant. 
The two prisoners, under guard of Deputy 


Michael Dempsey, both of Omaha, arrived at 
the Union Depot on a Burlington train at 7:3C 
m the morning. The party entered the res- 
taurant in the station and in order that the 
men might eat the guards proposed to re- 
move the handcuffs and put.leg irons on the 
prisoners. Dempsey, who thought he had the 
key to the handcuffs, felt in his pockets and 
found that the key was missing. Supposing 
he had left it in the train, he hurried back in 
search for it. 

Dempsey was no more than out of the room 
when Tiller, who had stolen the key, unlocked 
the handcuffs and ran. At the same moment 
Grant threw his arms around Deputy, Moore. 

„Come hold this crazy man,“ he cried. “I 
want to catch that other fellow. He's crazy, 
too. I'm taking them to an asylum.” 


Felled by Chicago Policeman. 

Moore broke away from Grant and suc- 
ceeded in explaining to the bystanders that 
they were being imposed on. Then, leaving 
Grant in the custody of a number of passen- 
gers, Moore started in pursuit of Tiller. 
. Tiller turned the corner of Adams street at 
a gallop and started for the South Side. He 
was in a fair way to escape when Patrolman 
Gibbons planted his ponderous form in the 
fugitive’s path and dealt a blow that caused 
the man to measure his length on the ground. 

Returning to the depot, Moore found that 
Grant had succeeded in convincing his cus- 
todians that he was a Deputy United States 
Marshal and had gained his freedom. He 
had run from the building as if in pursuit of 
the then fleeing Tiller, and when last seen 
was disappearing in an alley on the west 
side of Canal street.

nations would become involved in war over 
a question of this character. An agreement 
of this nature would not be in violation of 
the policy of the United States to avoid en- 

tangling alliances. This would be a simple 
concert for the attainment of a commonend) 
and for a purpose for which the United 
States would contend if it should be acting 
for its own good.

Under the plan adopted by the officials of 
the company the following changes will be 
made: 

A third track will be added from Twelfth 
to Forty-third street, enabling an express 
service towards the city in the morning and 
from the city in the evening. By the change 
a saving of ten minutes will be made in trans- 
portation time to the patrons living south of 
Forty-third street. 

The curves in the track between Twelfth 
and Thirty-ninth streets will be eliminated 
and all the stations between those points will 
be rebuilt to conform to the increased service. 

A paved thoroughfare will be created under 
the elevated structure for general teaming, 
the expenses of the improvement being borne 
by the company. 

Th rolling stock of the company will be

CONVERT THE SPEAKER. 
Sherman’s eyes. are as open to 
some of the greater needs of Chicago as are 
those of Chicagoans themselves, He sees 
that this city is too much governed in that 
it has too many governing bodies, which pile 
up debts and taxes, and yet, accomplish | 
poorly, or not at all, the purposes for which 
they were created. He sees, also, that this 
city has not independence enough, and as a 
consequence has to run to the Legislature 
every other year to get laws passed regard- 
ing purely municipal questions. It must be 
admitted that, while as regards some sub- 
jecte the control of the Senate over the city 
must be retained, the time has come when 
Chicagoans should be given home rule in 
fuller measuré than they have it now. 
The Speaker’s remedy for the ills he de- 
scribes so accurately has been a constitu- 
tional convention. He has taken it for 
granted that in no other way ‘could the 
changes in the organic law which are desir- 
able, in view of existing conditions in Chi- 
cago—conditions not dreamed of thirty years 
ago—be secured. He is not so sure as to 
that now. The amendment drafted by the 
Civic federation has set him to thinking. 
He said in his remarks before the Union 
League Saturday that this amendment 
“will reach a large part, if not all, of the 
‘powers required for revehue legislation.” 
It will do more than that. It will make it 
possible to get rid of justices and justice 
courts, and to carry outotherreforms. 
Perhaps when the Speaker has studied 
the matter more closely he will make up his 
mind that this amendment will give Chi- 
cago that degree of home rule he thinks the 
city should have. In that event he surely 
will give the amendment his support, and 
the prospect for its submission to the popu- 
lar vote will be muchimproved. At Spring- 
field, as at Washington, a Speaker exerts 
no small measure of legitimate influence. 
At present Speaker Sherman has this 
amendment under advisement. It is to be 
hoped that he will be converted to belief in 
it, and will support it, and that the country 
members generally will follow him in do- 
ing o. | 
THE OUTLOOK IN PORTO RICO. | 
President McKinley has done a good serv- 
ice for Porto Rico in persuading Governor 
Allen to continue his work as Governor of 
that island, Mr. Allen’s administration has 
been wise and successful, The island is 
entering upon an era of prosperity such as 
it has never before known, and Governor 
Allen, who is now thoroughly familiar with 
the néeds of the people, is the right man to 
eomplete the good work, | 
The much-abused law taking all but 15 
per cent off the United States tariff duties 
upon Porto Rican trade has proved to be an 
excellent thing for the island. It has tided 
over the reconstruction period, has. given 
the needed revenue, and has at the same 


time stimulated almost every important in- 


dustry. Its wisdom has been fully vindi- 
cated, as the men who hysterically opposed 
it must how admit, Coffee growing is the 
one industry that has not been helped, for 
coffee is on the free list. But a great stim- 
ulus has been given to the sugar industry 
and to fruit growing. Under the favoring , 
tariff the sugar output of Porto Rico has 
suddenly increased from 40,000 tons last 
year to 100,000 tons this year. The Porto 
Rican sugar growers will be stil] further 
benefited by the removal of all duties on 
their product on July 1, when the new Porto 
Rican revenue system will go into effect. 
Orange growing has also developed into 
a thriving industry, and many Americans 
are investing money in this and other fruit 
growing projects, Porto Rican oranges are 
excellent, and the demand for them in this 
country is unlimited. They have the ad- 
vantage over California oranges in entire 
freedom from frost and in an all-water 
route to the largest markets. There is 
every indication that Porto Rico has a 
bright future before it as a prosperous pro- 
ducer of all kinds of tropical and subtropical 
fruits. 


OCCUPATION AND CRIME. | 
Booker T. Washington, writing in Tur 
Trisune of Saturday on lynchings, went 
to the bottom of the matter when he pointed 
out that uktimately the surest way to pre- 


crime among the negroes; that the surest 
way to prevent crime among them is to pro- 
mote their occupation; and, finally, that the 
most important means of preparing them 
for occupations is education. After citing | 
the fact that crime is disproportionately 
prevalent among negroes in this country, 
and after charging this largely to “ the 
idleness among the young men and women“ 
of that race, ht adds: It is for this reason 
that I have tried to insist upon some indus- 
try being taught in connection with their 
course of literary training.” 

The wisdom of this idea is recognized by 
those reformatory institutions which are 
placing increased emphasis upon occupa- 
tion not only as a feature of wholesome 
life for their inmates while confined but as 
a preparation for a self-sustaining and la w- 
abiding career after confinement has ended. 
Furthermore, the same truth is indirectly 
recognized in the efforts made to develop 
manual facility in the public school, and 
thus more effectually to qualify pupils to. 
emter upon manual occupations on leaving 
school, Indeed, there are educators who 
would shift the whole educational system 
so as largely to reduce the merely acquisi- 
tive and receptive activities which now pre- 
dominate and to promote creative expres-

IMPASSABLE COUNTRY ROADS. 
Business in the country towns of Iowa 
is reported to be at a standstill because of 
impassable roads. The mud is so deep that 
‘the hapling of a load of any kind is out of 
the question, Farmers can take nothing to 
town to sell, and if they do manage to get 
to the postoffice on horseback they buy lit- 
tle or nothing at the stores. The same state 
of affairs undoubtedly exists in some parts 
of Illinois, For a month or more every 
spring the country roads throughout the 
prairie States are almost useless, and traf- 
fie of all kind must either be suspended en- 
tirely or carried on at a ruinous cost to ve 
hicles and horses.. ey 
It would be interesting and instructive to 
know the exact sum lost to the farmers and 
country merchants of the Western States 
every year for want of good reads. It would 
be an amazing sum, running high into the 
millions. The sum thus annually lost is 
much greater than would be the annual 
charge which the building of good roads 
over these States would call for. Yet the 
farmers and country dwellers generally 
show little interest in the good roads move- 
ment. Many of them are inclined to fight 
it, rather than to help it. They are annual- 
| ly. taxed enormous sums for want of good 
roads—in the shape of wasted time, lost 
opportunities to get their crops to market, 
and wear and tear on their animals—but it 
is an indirect tax, not easily computed in 
dollars and cents, and hence many prefer 
to cling to the old mud roads rather than 
have to pay a few dollars of definite tax 
each year for solid highways. This is mis-

MOSQUITOES AND YELLOW FEVER. 
Last November Surgeon Reed of the 
United States army secured from Governor 
General Wood an appropriation of $5,000 
with which to try to discover the cause of 
yellow fever contagion. A group of intrepid 
army men secluded. themselves for months 
in an experiment station in Cuba and volun- 
tarily exposed theniselves to yellow fever in 
various ways. Many took the disease in the 
course of their experiments, and there was 


at least one fatality. The record of these 


investigations as recently recounted by Drs. 
Reed, Carroll, and Agramonte at the Pan- 
American Medical congress in Havana 
shows a heroic devotion to science that will 
compare favorably with any deeds on Guban 
battlefields. | 

The results cannot fail to have a perma- 
nent effect upon the methods for fighting 
yellow fever. Dr. Reed and his companions 
seem to have proved beyond reasonable 
doubt that the disease is carried from the 
sick to the well by a certain species of mos- 
quito—the Culex fasciatus. Assistant Sur- 
geon Carroll, Dr. Cook, Private Kissinger, 


and Spaniards deliberately allowed them- 
selves to be bitten by mosquitoes which 
were known to have drawn blood from dying 
yellow fever patients. In the end about 
one-half of these eighteen volunteer victims 
were brought low with the disease. They 
persevered in their experiments until it was 
shown that the mosquito must have the 


poison in its body about twelve days before | 
its bite becomes dangerous. Eighty per | 


cent of the persons bitten by such mosqui- 
toes contracted the disease. It was also 
proved that blood taken directly from the 
veins of a yellow fever patient and injected 
into a healthy man will produce the disease 
in from two to five days. i

other series of experiments carried on at

Seven men allowed themselves to be 
shut up for twenty nights in a noisome room 
along with clothitig and bedding that had 
been purposely soiled from fatal yellow 
fever cases.

Formerly Giomini, the papal tallor, used to 
supply a new white cloth cassock on the first 
of every week for the use of the Pontiff. But 
now the papal tailor is only called 
upon to furnish a new one when re- 
quired. Like all Bishops, the Pope wears 
on his head the small succhetto, or 
skull cap, which in his case is of 
white silk, while Cardinals wear it of red and 
Bishops of violet. The Pope never wears a 
red biretto. But when carried in his chair 
through the wide, drafty corridors, he dons 
the red satin cap, well known in pictures. 
In ‘the garden he wears a broad red hat 
similar to that of the Cardinals. 


The latter, by the bye, are debarred by the 
etiquette of the papal court from walking on 
foot in Rome. This prohibition dates back 
hundreds of years and not, as many imagined, 
from the downfall of the temporal sov- 
éreignty of the papacy... Any Cardinal who 
wishes to do any walking is forced to go out- 
side,the city for the purpose; and even then 
it is not regarded with approval by those who 
are intrusted with the care of the observance 
of the laws of papal etiquette. Indeed, the

Archbishop Corrigan proceeds to the Ba- 
hamas aboug once every three years, and on 
the occasion of each of his visitations is ac- 
corded by the colonial and military authori- 
ties of this British dependency the same mil- 
itary honors as the Archbishop of Malta; 
that is to say, as if he were a British General.

WOMEN TAKE A HAND IN EFFORT 
10 PROTECT THE BOYS. 


Demand That Children Under Fourteen 
| Years of Age Be Kept Out of the 
Service and That Men Be Employed 
Where Errand Calls for Visits to 
Questionable Places—Jane Addams 
and Mrs. Theodore Thomas Depliore 
Existing Conditions. | 


Club women and leaders in reform work 
were practically unanimous yesterday in 4 
declaration that the evils attending the dis- 
trict messenger service should be eliminated. 
Boys under 14 * of age should under no 
circumstances employed, they said, and 
no boys should be sent to questionable re- 
sorts. It was suggested that the various 
sociéties for the care and protection of chil- 
fren make an organised effort to reform the 
messenger service. 

Outside of the moral elements that gov- 
ern such cases,” said Miss Jane Addams, 
“there is the physical side. Boys sho 
not be kept out so late. A mere child came 
here last night with a message, and he should 
have been home and in bed. Many of the 
messengers are too young for that work, but 
I suppose they give false ages. I have long 
been investigating the conditions in the serv- 

the lads. It is bad—ex- 
ceptionally so. 


The law should be éxtended to cover all 
such cases, and boys should not be allowed 
to enter unfit places. Men, even though they 
must be paid greatef wages, should be em- 
ployed, and the boys should be sent to school 
during the day and to bed at night.“ 

The matter should be easy to handle,” 
said Mrs. Theodore President of the 
Anti-Cruelty society. “There are 200 s0- 
cieties in the city whose whole aim is to care 
for children, and they should be able to get 
at the root of the trouble. 

“ I do not believe in taking a child from his 
surroundings, no matter how bad they may 
be, unless conditions can be bettered, and 
the child can be watched for years er- 
wards by some one who is willing to be a 
practical guardian. Merely stopping the use 
of boys by law will do no good, as some other 
work must be provided. If the messenger 
service could be reformed the boys would 
be best served.“ 

Other women expressed the opinion that 
men should be substituted for boys, especial- 
ly during the night hours, and that agents 
of the law should see that those under 14 
years of age be compelled 
instead of working. |

PRODIGIOUS: BEAR on 
WHEAT, CORN, AND OATS. | 


Attempt to Crash the Ball Crowd in 


Break Being Followed by Complete 
Recovery, but Wheat Loses Five 
Cents—Stock Market Absorbs Atten- 
tion of Financial Circles—Whole- 
gale Trade Depressed r 


With only four open days, more business 
and excitement were crowded into Board of 
Trade history last week than in any previous 
week for months, and it was not confined to 
any one grain. Volume of trade was large 
and at times tremendous, conditions excited 
and at times panicky, in wheat, in corn, and 
in oats, Wheat, which had been bolstered 
up on faith and hope for months, yielded in 
spite of good export clearances:to indications 
of a phenomenal crop; and under heavy short 
selling and enforced liquidation sank from 
to 70%-M%c for May, closing at 70%c, a 
loss of 5%c for the week. Corn was forced 
down by bear raiding to 40%c for May, but 
rallied to 44%0c, a new high record, and at 
the close, 44%, showed a loss of -e only 
for the week. May oats sold up to 27. shot 
back to 24%c under heavy realizing, and at 
close, 2590 Ke, was lower for the 


"While fluctuations were greater in wheat 
than in corn, and the fall in prices, which had 
held stubbornly for so long, somewhat sensa- 
tional, the corn ket was really the leader 
in interest and the chief object of an energetic 
bear attack before which all grains weak- 
ened. A bull campaign had been in progress 
for weeks. Farmers and country dealers 
were generally bullish on the strength of 
light cribbed etocks, light reserves in first 
hands, bad roads for hauling, bad weather 
for grading, and good demand by feeders in 
the West. They had been pouring in buying 
orders, and under the leadership of George 
H. Phillips, who had attracted their con- 
fidence by his November corn deal and his 
magnetic belief in higher prices for farm 
produce, had accumulated millions of bushels 
of long corn. Against Phillips and the coun- 
try were working a wealthy coterie ef specu- 
lators, headed by James A. Patten, who had 
sold out big lines around 4lc, gone short, and 
seen the price advance 8c against them, but 
stuck to their position, counting on the falling 
off in the shipping and export demand, due to 
the greater price, and prospective heavy ship- 
ments from the e surplus to bring 
about a reduction. Corn closed the week be- 
fore practically on top of a strong buige at 
44% for May, e under the top price, which 
was an advance of 10c from the opening price 
in September, 1900. 

The market started off last Monday with a 
slight but natural recession of values on 
realizing sales, with Phillips leaving the mar- 
ket alone to make heavy purchases in oats, some

having Weakened his position by attempting to 
bull all the grains, to spread over too much ground, 
and local professionals and the big speculators, 
who had been fighting the corn advance, sentir 
all the markets, particularly wheat,in which values 
had seemingly been sustained at an unnatural and 
artificial level for.some time. This raiding con- 
tinued Wednesday, the next open session shak- 
ing out weak holders in all the pits and bringing 
about declines of 4c in corn, 5c in wheat, and 2c in 
oats. As an incident to thé bear campaign heavy 
margin calls were made on Phillips, amounting to 
nearly $500,000 in the two days. The expectation, 
if not the hope, that he would not be able to meet 
these obligations was happily disappointed. He 
sold out the wheat held by his customers at a loss, 
but at much better than the lowest prices,and stood 
firm on his corn and oats lines. His country cus- 
tomers, while doubtless sharing their leader's un- 
easiness, were confident in the value of the prop- 
erty. The bears, unable to shake out his lines, sold 
too much, and in covering forced a reaction. As 
the tone of the market steadied the country came in 
with renewed buying orders, the strength of the 
bull position became more apparent, and there was

The prihary cause of the sharp decline in wheat 
is the conviction which has been forced upon the 
trade that the growing crop has passed through the 
winter in exceptionally good condition. While 
there have been some complaints of damage by 
Hessian fly in Ohio and Indiana, they are much 
fewer than last year, and the unusually late seed- 
ing is believed to have had the desired effect of 
diminishing the ravages of the pest. There has 
been some claim of damage in Texas, but it has 
not been confirmed, and elsewhere west of the 
Mississippi the condition is high.

Interest in the speculative market overshadowed 
other changes in the business world during the 
last week. While the great bull movement on 
the New York Stock Exchange has diverted at- 
33 general business has continued its steady 
and gradual improvement. The four days in which 
the New York stock market was open last week 
constituted one of the most active periods in the 
history of the exchange. The element of wild spec- 
ulation which entered into the operations of. the 
time was accompanied by more reports of rail- 
road which stimulated the bullish 
sentiment responsible for the heavy trading. 

Trading was on an enormous scale, and, until 
Thursday, the market continued to advance. Real- 
izing sales in United States Steel stocks by brok-

CHEAP. LIVING IN PRACTICE. 


One Who Has Tried It Tells Theorists 
, of the Results of Five 
Tears. 


Chicago,. April 5.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
I have been interested in reading the discus- 
sions in THE ung of the last few days, 
concerning cheap living. as promu ed by 
certain societies of the city. I do not believe 
in so-called cheap living myself, but hoping 
that my. experience may be profitable to 
other young men who are starting as I did 
years ago I give it with pleasure. In the 
estimates printed by you in the Sunday issue 
of THe TRIBUNE many things were omitted 
which are as necessary as clothing or amuse-

During my first five years in Chicago, to 
which city I came in the fall of 1894, I kept an 
accurate account of all receipts and expendi- 
tures.
